FDA Reports 42 Deaths 
From Inhaling of Sprays 


W A S H IN G T O N

F orty-tw o 
youngsters 
looking 
for kicks in the co m m o n spray 
can have died after inhaling the 
mists 
from 
such 
products as 
m o u t h w a sh e s 
and 
cleaning 
fluids, according to the Food 
and Drug Adm inistration. 
V i c t i m s 
w e r e 
m o s t l y 
teenagers, but one was only 11 
years old, an FDA spokesman 
said. 
“These kids apparently have 
been 
spraying 
products 
into 
plastic hags and 
then sniffing 
th em ," reported Joshua Zatm an, 
‘ h e 
F D A ’ s 
a s s i s t a n t 
com m issioner for education and 
inform ation. 
“ T h e n 
if 
t h e y 
d o n ’t 
w ithd raw 
their 
heads 
fast 
enough, they die. 
“ It causes some dizziness and 
some elation with one breath, 
bu t if they take tw o or three 
b r e a t h s 
it 
f r e e z e s 
their 
esophagus, congests their lungs, 
causes asphyxia. It kills." 
Z atm an said the effect of 
inhaling 
the 
sprays 
is "w hat 
d o c t o r s 
c a l l 
m i l d l y 
hallucenogenic. It is the same 
effect you get w hen you drink a 
couple of ounces o f bourbon or 
scotch in a h u rry .” 
T h e lethal element in most of 
the sprays, he said, is Freon 
12—an inert gas used to propel 
the products from cans. 
"F reo n 12 is the same as the 
gas used in air conditioners, only 
here it is com pressed,” he said. 
" I t ’s the same as w hat you use 
to spray on a glass to chill it 
when you have your afternoon 
m artini.” 
T h e 
F e d e r a I 
T r a d e 
Comm ission, Zatm an said, has 
issued an order effective May 21 
requiring m anufacturers of the 
aerosols to label the cans with a 
warning. 
I’he FTC warning states: “ It 
is an unfair or deceptive act or 
practice to fail to provide a clear 
and conspicuous warning on the 


labels of such products, that the 
contents thereof should not be 
inhaled 
in concentrated 
form, 
and that injury or death may 
result from such inhalation.” 
Zatm an said the F’DA has 
discussed the problem w’ith the 
Pharm aceutical 
Manufacturing 
Association and with the Toilet 
G oods 
Association 
which 
is 
launching a $75,000 educational 
ca m p a ig n 
against 
deliberate 
misuse o f the sprays. 


I’he first death attributed to 
aerosols, he said, occurred 
in 
March 1967 and the FD A becam e 
aware of it shortly afterwards.

bargaining.

T he F ro n t’s proposal is not a 
retreat, 
however. 
Practically

announced after what the Viet 
Cong called an ‘‘extraordinary 
congress” o f the NLF. 


A t that time the N L F m ade 
clear that its program could not 
Inco m e operable until after the 
w ithdrawal of all foreign troops 
and bases. The current 10-point 
program says the same thing. 
The

says

would 
welcome all political forces that 
"stand for peace, independence 
and neutrality, including those

who, 
for

reasons, have to live abroad." 
The 1967 program said the same 
thing, although it excluded those 
who “ cooperate with the U.S. 
i m p e r i a l i s t s 
a n d 
t h e i r 
hen chm en.” 
T he new call for withdrawal 
of troops makes it clear that the 
only foreign troops are those of 
the United States and its allies. 
N orth Vietnam is not considered 
foreign. 
T he 1967 program contained, 
in great detail, all that is now 
contained in briefer form in the 
"10 points." T his included the 
offer 
of 
diplomatic 
relations 
with all nations, acceptance of 


econom ic aid from any without 
political strings, reunification o f 
the tw o Vietnam* 
by peaceful 
m e a n s , ” 
n o r m a l 
relations 
b e tw een 
the tw o 
pending 
reunification, and all the rest, 
including the promises o f free 
press, assembly, political activity 
and 
freedom 
of religion 
and 
conscience. 
The 1967 program, like the 
p re s e n t 
one, promised 
an 
independent, 
dem ocratic 
and 
neutral S outh Vietnam with “ a 
b r o a d 
a n d p r o g r e s s i v e 
democratic regime." It prom ised 
free and dem ocratic elections in 
South 
V ietnam, a constituent 
a s s e m b l y 
a n d 
a 
n e w 
constitution. 
What, then, is new ab o u t the 
10-point program? Most of all, it 
is the fact that it has been laid 
on 
the 
table 
at 
Paris. 
O ne 
assumption might be that it is 
offered as a basis o f discussion 
rather than a set of m inim um 
demands. 
If that 
is so,
